Train Travel Economical. 


On the other hand costs for 
Truman’s travel by train are not 
heavy. The bullet-proof private 
car in which he travels is owned 
by the Government, and the only 
expense involved is the payment 
of ten first class fares for its 
occupants. 

Any overflow of Truman staff- 
ers pays first class fare and Pull- 
man accomodations. A big share 
of the cost is paid by newspaper, 
radio, magazine correspondents, 
photographers, and newsreel and 
television cameramen who go 
along to cover the trip. They 
have to pay first class fare plus 
the regular charge for their draw- 

g rooms. 

Fare of the secret service men 
who go along are paid by the 
Treasury Department, since by 
law their job calls for them to 
be with the President at all times. 

Truman appeared likely to start 
his talks Monday when the presi- 
dential special rolls into Pitts- 
burgh, where Mayor David Law- 
rence, Democratic national com- 
mitteeman, will lead a delegation 
to the President’s private car.

ATLANTIC COAST 
HOISTS WARNINGS 


OF HURRICANE 


MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 30 (AP)— 


Hurricane warnings were hoisted 
along a 250-mile stretch of At- 
lantie coastline between Fernan- 
dina, Fla.,.and Georgetown, S.C., 
today for a dangerous Atlantic 
ne moving slowly toward 

The center of the disturbance 
was about 130 miles southeast of 
Brunswick, Ga., at 11 a.m. and 
moving slowly northwestward at 
about 10 miles per hour, 

The Weather Bureau warned 
that “this is an emergency” and 
said tersely: 

“All interests on the Georgia 
and South Carolina coasts should 
take immediate hurricane pre- 
cautions.” 

Grady Norton, chief forecaster 
at the Miami Weather Bureau, 
said it probably would be another 
12 hours before the hurricane 
center hit land if it continued 
the present course. 


CLUB’S BAND PLAYS 
TIP-OFF SONG WHEN 
NARCOTICS ARRIVE 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., Aug. 30 
(UP)—Authorities disclosed today 
that a night club dance orchestra 
tipped off “customers” when a 
new supply of narcotics arrived 
by playing “How High the Moon.” 

The night club was raided in 
one of the biggest narcotics 
crackdowns in New Jersey his- 
tory, resulting in the arrest of at 
least 37 persons. Federal, state 
and city investigators joined in 
the roundup.” 

Sheriff Gerald Gormley said 
the orchestra furnished music in 
one of three night clubs believed 
to be major distribution centers 
for narcotics in Atlantic county. 
The 25-man raiding party raced 
through this resort city yesterday 
and today, making arrests on the 
streets, beaches, and in homes 
and taverns. The persons arrest- 
ed were held in bail ranging from 
$5000 to $15,000. 


4 BRITISH SCIENTISTS 


MAROONED BY ICE 


PACKS IN ARCTIC 


COPENHAGEN, Aug. 30 (AP)— 
Four British scientists:on an arc- 
tic expedition to Greenland were 
reported marooned today in the 
uninhabited northeastern. section 
of the ice-capped island. 

The weather station at Dan- 
markshavn, 125 miles farther 
north on the Danish colony's 
coast, radioed that the four had 
sufficient supplies ard. were 
thought to be safe. It was report- 
ed, however, that their rescue 
likely would take a couple of 
months. 

The weather station said heavy 
ice packs prevented the expedi- 
tion’s supply ship from reaching 
the men. The four were said to be 
encamped at Kap Rink, about 900 
miles from the north pole,

Caught by Police in Car 
He Stole at Cedar Hill 
— Had Eluded Pursu-| 


ers in County, 


William Merle Martin, fugitive 
murder suspect and one of the 


“10 most wanted criminals’ on 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation lists, was captured by St. 
Louis’ police ‘early today, ending 
an intensive 48-hour manhunt in 
western St. Louis county. 

He was driving an automobile 
stolen from Deputy Sheriff 
Thomas Powell ‘of Cedar Hill in 
Jefferson county, when two mo- 
torcycle policemen and two pa- 
trolmen in a police automobile 
forced him to the curb in the 
7200 block of Gravois avenue just 
after he entered the city limits 
from the west. 

Martin surrendered without a 
struggle. He was placed in jail 
for questioning by the FBI and 
held for possible extradition to 
Kansas where he is wanted in the 
murder of a Johnson county depu- 
ty sheriff. 

Haggard and Weak. 

Martin was haggard and weak 
from hunger. His body was gashed 
and bruised from his flight 
through the wooded and rocky 
terrain in which he had been 
hiding. 

His trousers were ripped off 
below the knees by the thorny 
underbrush. He was coatless and 
unarmed. He said he had not 
eaten since Wednesday noon. His 
personal effects consisted of $20. 

In reaching Cedar Hill, where 
he stole the automobile, Martin 
had eluded bloodhounds, FBI 
agents, railroad detectives, state 
highway patrolmen and armed 
civilians who had been seeking 
him in the St. Louis county hills. 

It was about midnight Wednes- 
day that he escaped from state 
highway troopers who were pur- 
suing him by plunging a stolen 
automobile he was driving into 
a cornfield on U.S. Highway 50 
near Fox Creek road, about 33 
miles west of St. Louis. 

He hid by day and crawled and 
stumbled through the woods by 
night to Cedar Hill, 17 miles 
away. 

Deputy Sees Car Stolen. 

At Cedar Hill, he emerged 
from the woods in: the darkness, 
slipped into the garage at the 
rear of Deputy Sheriff Powell’s 
home just off U. S, Highway 30. 
The keys were in the ignition 
switch. Powell's deputy’s badge 
and the badge he wore as a 
policeman in St. Louis before his 
retirement, were pinned to the 
sun visors. 

Powell from his bedroom win- 
dow saw a man back the ma- 
chine out of the garage and noti- 
fied the highway patrol. The 
alarm was broadcast throughout 
the area and when Martin drove 
slowly. into St. Louis just after 
midnight Motorcycle Patrolmen 
Edward Witt and Francis Boyer 
spotted him. They sped alongside 
his machine with pistols drawn. 
A. moment later, Patrolmen 
Walter Eiseman and Melborn

But, it developed, about every 
time the Government made a 
move to bring it to trial, Miller 
came up with a new lawyer. One 
of his many counsellors was Ed 
Cyril Bevan, Michigan’s Demo- 
cratic national committeeman. 

There were also numerous con- 
ferences between Miller’s lawyers 
and Government officials in De- 
troit and Washington. 

The case was drawn to the at- 


tention of such figures as Tom 
Clark, then chief of the criminal 
division who was to become At- 
torney General and later a Su- 
preme Court Justice, before it 
was finally wiped off the slate. 
Letter About Conference. 

A letter produced by the inves- 
tigators discussed a conference at- 
tended by Clark, Defense Attor- 
ney M. L. Leacock, Miller and 
Stewart Kerr, chief of the Detroit 
war fraud unit. 

The letter, written by Leacock 
to Clark in August 1945, quoted 
Clark as saying to Kerr during 
the conference “what’s wrong 
with getting together with these 
people? They don’t look like 
criminals to me.” 

Clark further was quoted as 
telling Kerr “You can iron out all 
these details” and that “it looks 
like these people have a lot of 
facts to show you.”

BARRED TO SAILORS 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 30 (AP) 
—Twelfth Naval District sailors 
whose literary taste runs to comic 
books today found their source of 
supply restricted. Seven comic 
books, assailed as “designed to 
undermine morale,” have been 
placed on a list by the district, 
which advised officers to keep 
them out of the hands of suscepti- 
ble sailors. 

A Navy spokesman, who de- 
clined to name the books because 


‘they were “classified,” described | 
the books as “stressing fear,” but 


not necessarily subversive. 

He cited as an example one 
comic showing two service mén on 
a grave digging detail. One gays to 
the other, “all I’ve done since I’m 
out here in Korea is burying my 
buddies.” The other replies, “bet- 
ter than being shot at the front.” 

A magazine dealer told report- 
ers the larger distributors were 
ordered by the Navy about two 
months ago to stop sending “crime 
or war” comics to-.shore ex- 
changes and ships.

The basis of the conference, 
under the Western plan, would 
be the recent Western Big Three 
proposal for an armed forces 
ceiling of up to 1,500,000 troops 
each for the United States, the 
Soviet.Union and—presumably— 
Réd China, and a maximum of 
800,000 men each for Britain and 
France. ~ 

Malik did not specifically turn 
down the idea of a Big Five 
conference—Russia has been for 
some time the proponent of the 
‘idea as a solution to all the dif- 
ferences between the Communist 
and non-Communist worlds—but 
he did flatly reject the basis of 
the conference as suggested by 
the West. 

Only a one-third reduction of 
the armed forces of every nation 
and “immediate” prohibition of 
atomic weapons, could be the 
foundation of such a conference, 
Malik said. 

The West has grown weary of 
repeating that a one-third reduc- 
tion in armies would only pre- 
serve Communist superiority in 
strength and that outlawing 
atomic weapons is foolhardy un-

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$2,870,000 of Foreign Holdings 
Of Farouk Uncovered in Egypt 


CAIRO, Aug. 30 (UP)—Authori- 
ties found $2,870,000 in shares in 
foreign companies belonging to 
former King Farouk in a small 
steel safe in a Kafr el Dawar cot- 
ton mill today. 

The shares were being held for 
Farouk by Elias Andraos, director 
of the Beida Cotton Dying Co. 
The stocks were brought to Cairo 
where they will be turned over 
to custodians of Farouk’s prop- 


y. 
Reliable sources said Farouk 
had deposited about £ 20,000,000 
($57,400,000) in Swiss banks in 
his own and other names. 

The sources said the money 
was deposited in the Societe des 


Banques Suisse under a contrac-

tual agreement permitting Farouk 
to deposit money in his own 
name through specified inter- 
mediaries. 

This system was adopted, the 
sources said, when Farouk 
learned that during World War II 
Nazi leaders made deposits in 
Swiss banks in similar fashion 
and that the Swiss banks never 
disclosed any information on the 
transactions to Allied investiga- 


tors. 

They said the deposits in Swit- 
zerland were only part of 
Farouk’s holdings abroad. Other 
large sums were reported sent to 
the United States and South 
American countries, particularly

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30—For- 
mer Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath will appear before the 
House Judiciary subcommittee to 
answer questions about efforts of 
the Justice Department to block 
a St. Louis grand jury investiga- 

tion of tax scandals. 
Chairman Frank L. Chelf 


(Dem.), Kentucky, announced yes- 
terday that McGrath had tele- 
phoned from his summer home 
at Narragansett, R.I., and ac- 
cepted an invitation to testify. 
The date of his appearance has 
not been set, but it probably 
will be during the week of Sept. 
15, it was indicated. 

McGrath resigned under fire 
last April shortly after he had 
dismissed Newbold Morris from 
his position as special assistant 
to the Attorney General assigned 
to the job of cleaning up corrup- 
tion in the Federal Government. 
The Cabinet official himself had 
recommended Morris for the job 
two months earlier, but he got 
into a bitter quarrel with his 
assistant over a detailed ques- 
tionnaire about sources of income 
which Morris wanted McGrath 
and other top Government offi- 
cials to fill out. 

Moore Brings Up Name. 

McGrath was invited to testify 
after his name was brought into 
the investigation by United States 
District Judge George H. Moore 
of St. Louis. In an affidavit filed 
with the committee, Judge Moore 
said he had telephoned McGrath 
in Washington in 1951 to urge a 
thorough investigation of the 
failure to proceed against tax 
evaders whose prosecution had 
been Tecommended by the special 
intelligence unit. 

McGrath said he preferred that 
such matters “go through regular 
channels,” Judge Moore related, 
and he thereupon asked the At- 
torney General, “Well, what is to 
be done when the channels are 
clogged or blocked—they have to 
be blasted out, don’t they?” 

Judge Moore said he had ex- 
plained that the statute of limita- 
tions would prevent prosecution 
of some cases if action was not 
instituted soon, and had told Mc- 
Grath “the situation was too se- 
rious and unwholesome to be ig- 
nored.” 

Grand Jury Recalled. 

McGrath replied that he would 
consider the matter and let him 
know, Judge Moore continued, 
but several days passed without 
any word from the Attorney Gen- 
eral, so the judge recalled the 
grand jury to investigate the in- 
come tax situation without Justice 
Department assistance if neces- 


sary. 

It was this investigation which 
led to the indictment and subse- 
quent conviction of James P. Fin-, 
negan, former St. Louis collector 
of internal revenue, for miscon- 
duct in office. 

Members of the Chelf subcom- 
mittee—Democrats and Republi- 
cans alike—have denounced the 
Justice Department for its inter- 
ference with the St. Louis inquiry. 

Invitations to testify have been 
extended to two other former of- 
ficials of the department. They 
are Theron Lamar Caudle, who 
was in charge of tax prosecutions, 
and Peyton Ford, who was Dep- 
uty Attorney General. Caudle was 
fired by President Truman. Ford 


resigned.

Desperado Martin Caught 
After 48-Hour Manhunt 


Continued From Page One. 


Stein nudged their police car in 
front of Martin’s machine. He 
stopped and said weakly: 

“Well, fellows, you got me. 
I’m unarmed. Don’t shoot.” 

Quickly handcuffed and closely 
guarded, Martin was whisked to 
the Hampton avenue station, 
where he was given two bologna 
sandwiches, his first nourishment 
in about 60 hours. Then he was 
taken to City Hospital for treat- 
ment of his cuts, thence to police 
headquarters, under heavy guard, 
for questioning. 

Account of Flight. 

Under questioning, Martin con- 
ceded that he might be somewhat 
inaccurate in describing his move- 
ments since he reached this 
vicinity Wednesday because he 
was “in a damn big hurry.” 

Martin said he arrived here 
Wednesday night in an automo- 
bile, which police learned had 
been stolen in Birmingham, Ala., 
and for which the Missouri High- 
way Patrol was on watch. 

“T was driving west on High- 
way 66,” Martin told the Post- 
Dispatch, “and I knew my car 
was hot. I saw I was being 
picked up by the highway patrol 
but I figured I could outrun him. 
He chased me for about 15 min- 
utes and then I began‘to lose him. 


“Then the patrol car slowed 

down and pulled over to the side 
and I figured the cop was going 
to radio ahead for roadblocks. So 
when I came to the junction of 
66 and Highway 50 I decided to 
turn back east on 50 to St. Louis. 
When I got to St. Louis I was 
going to lose the car there and 
also lose myself. 
“I was going east on 50 wide 
open when I saw a car coming 
from the opposite direction. I 
slowed down and saw it was a 
patrol car. After the patrol car 
passed I saw it slow down and 
turn into a farmer’s driveway. 
Then I knew the word was out. 


Car Hit Telephone Pole. 


“I figured he was going to turn 
around and take out after me. 
So I headed for a ditch, I hit a 
telephone pole I didn’t even see. 
Then I jumped out of the car and 
ran into a cornfield. That was as 
close as they ever came to me 
until now.” 

Asked whether he heard the 
bloodhounds. which were brought 
to the cornfield from Algoa Inter- 
mediate Reformatory at Jefferson 
City to pick up his trail, Martin 
said he heard them baying as he 
lay in hiding in the darkness but 
he knew “you can always walk 
around them.” 

Martin said he was “too hot” 
to travel by day so he clawed and 
felt his way through the fields 
and thickets by night. He said 
the worst part of the flight was 
not being able to smoke. 

Wednesday night about 75 
highway patrolmen, FBI agents, 
county officers and armed civil- 
ians covered a widespread area 
in which Martin was reported to 
have been fired on by one of the 
armed searchers. 

“IT never saw any search party 
and not one shot was fired at 
me,” he said. “If that guy shot 
at somebody it must have been 
one of the farmers around there.” 

Says He Was Unarmed. 

A box of .38 caliber revolver 
ammunition was found in the 
stolen car Martin wrecked in his 
escape. He said, however, that 
he was unarmed when he got 
away, having lost his revolver two 
weeks ago in Tennessee. 

Asked if he would have at- 
tempted to shoot his way out of 
the police trap had he _ been 
armed, he replied: 


would do if you were in my fix 
and had a gun.” 

Martin said he had dyed his red 
hair black. He didn’t do a very 
good job, police observed, because 
it was streaked when he was cap- 
tured. 

In eluding the police cordon 
thrown around his hiding place, 
Martin ha dto cross Highway 66, 
four miles south of the point 
wheer he entered the woods, as 
well as the Frisco and Missouri 
railroad tracks, which were being 
patrolled by railroad detectives. 
From there he plunged into an- 
other woods and headed south 
again. 

“I made my big mistake last 
night,” Martin related. “I saw a 
light in this house at Cedar Hill 
and the garage door was open. 
There was a 1949 Ford in there 
and the keys were in it. I could 
hardly believe it. When I stepped 
on the starter I figured it was 
some kind of a trap. I backed 
the car out, turned east on High- 
way 30 (Gravois road) and drove 
at moderate speed toward St. 
Louis, I figured my big job was 
to get to St. Louis and switch 
cars and then get out of Missouri. 


Thought He Was Free. 


“TI was surprised to see the 
policemen’s badges in the car but 
I kept on going. I thought I was 
free as a bird when I got into the 
city limits and passed a police car 
which didn’t come after me. But 
that didn’t last long. They nailed 
me.” 

FBI agents were patrolling the 


roads around the area where Mar-

At 5 p.m. yesterday highway 
patrolmen removed their road- 
blocks and were put back on high- 
way duty because of the heavy 
holiday weekend traffic. 

Joseph Thornton, agent in 
charge of the FBI office here and 
director of the FBI phase of the 
hunt, had refused yesterday to 
concede that Martin had gotten 
out of the neighborhood. He said 
he would do so only when he 


} 


heard that an automobile had 


been stolen in the neighborhood 
or that a motorist had been forced 
at gun-point to supply Martin 
with transportation. 

He said that Martin had been 
trapped before and the pattern 
of his escapes were established. 
His first thought always was to 
steal a machine for a get-away. 

Martin was placed on the 
“most-wanted” list in connection 
with the killing of Deputy Sher- 
iff Willard Carver near Olathe, 
Kan., June 23. Carver was shot 
down when he attempted to ques- 
tion two men in a Stalled truck 
about a burglary. 

With a crime record dating 
back to 1927, Martin has served 
prison terms in Missouri, Kansas 
and Oklahoma. In 1940, he spent 
two months in the state mental 
hospital at Fulton. 

His former _ brother-in-law, 
Charles Isgrigg, 37 years old, a 
former convict, is awaiting trial 
at Olathe as Martin’s alleged ac- 
complice in the murder of the 
deputy sheriff. 

Record Since 1929. 


Martin, who was born in Jop- 
lin in 1909, first made the adult 
police blotter in 1929 when he 
was arrested in his home town 
for drunkenness. The following 
year he was arrested in St. Louis 
county for burglary and was sen- 
tenced to five years in Missouri 
Penitentiary. 

He broke out of the peniten- 
tiary for one day in 1931. Hav- 
ing completed his Missouri term, 
he went to Miami, Okla., where 
he was sentenced to three years 
in the _ state penitentiary for 
chicken-stealing. 

Freed from the Oklahoma in- 
stitution, he was back in the 
Missouri Penitentiary in 1939 for 
carrying concealed weapons and 
receiving stolen goods. This time 
he was sentenced to eight years. 

However, in 1940, he appar- 
ently became a mental case and 
was placed in the Fulton institu- 
tion. After two months there he 
walked away and in 1940 he was 
convicted of interstate transporta- 
tion of a stolen automobile and. 
sentenced to 10 years in prison. 

He served seven years at Leav- 
enworth and was granted a “con- 
ditional release,” which meant 
that he was taken back to Mis- 
souri to complete his unserved 
sentence there. He finally was 
released last May 9. In the un- 
derworld he has the reputation 
of having murdered Charles 
Reed, his best friend, in January 
1941 in Eldon, Mo., in a fit of 
temper. 

As a burglar, he became known 
as the “pillow case” .burglar be- 
cause he habitually took along a 
pillow case to carry away his 
housebreaking loot.

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Agreement Covers 400,- 
000 Workers — Unions 
Predict Similar Pact 
With Western Lines. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (UP) 
—lUnion officials confidently pre- 
dicted today that western rail- 
roads would follow the course of 
eastern carriers and sign a union 
shop agreement with non-operat- 
ing rail workers. 

Seventeen non-operating unions 
scored a major victory last night 
when they signed. the first wide- 
spread union shop agreement in 
the railroad industry with the 
eastern group of railroads. The 
agreement requires a worker to 
join a union within 60 days after 


he is employed, It becomes ef- 
fective Sept. 15. 

George E. Leighty, chairman 
of the Railway Labor Executives 
Association, said representatives 
of the 17 unions would meet here 
Wednesday to work out strategy 
for reaching a similar union shop 
agreement with western and 
Southeastern railroads. 


Hint of Drastic Action. 


Union officials predicted that 
the western railroads might capit- 
ulate in the facé of the eastern 
agreement. One union spokes- 
man hinted, however, at drastic 
action if the western carriers 
balk. 

The western railroads, which 
broke off talks with the unions 
two days after they opened last 
week, have been holding out for 
a type of union shop similar to 
that signed between the CIO 
United Steel Workers and the 
steel industry. The steel agree- 
ment permits new employes to 
drop out of the union and allows 
old employes to stay out of the 
union if they so desire. 

The southeastern railroads, 
which led opposition to the union 
shop during fact-finding hearings, 
thus far have refused even to 
bargain on the union shop issue. 

The non-operating unions rep- 
resent clerks, telegraphers, ma- 
chinists and other workers not 
directly involved in running 
trains. The four operating rail- 
road brotherhoods have not yet

However, a rail management 
spokesman said the agreement 
closely followed the emergency 
board’s recommendation several 
months ago suggesting complete 
union membership for all the 
1,000,000 non-operating rail work- 
ers,

FEPC being an inflammatory issue in the 
South, Gov. Stevenson has made an effort to 
shift di on away from FEPC by endors- 
ing the principle of a new fair employment bill 
reported by the Senate Labor Committee last 
June 24, 

This bill (S. 3368) would set up a federal 
commission to write standards of equal opportu- 
nity in employment and conduct a national pro- 
gram of education and persuasion. Thus it satis- 
fies the demand for positive federal action. Yet 


. the right and responsibility of the states to deal 


with the problem themselves would be recog- 
nized by providing that the federal commission 
could cede its powers to state and local commis- 
sions doing an effective job. 

This bill would have teeth, in the sense that 
after all resources of conciliation and negotiation 
had been exhausted the commission could seek 
legal enforcement of fair employment orders. 
Yet the fear of a dictatorial administrative body 
imposing unreasonable or arbitrary rules upon 
industry is met by providing that ultimate en- 
forcement shall rest with the courts. 


This bill would face the main problem, which 
is that of systematic and large-scale racial dis- 
crimination in interstate industries. Yet the fear 
of bureaucratic harassment of small and local 
business is met by applying it only to employers 
of 50 or more—that is, to about 75,000 of the 
more than three million employers in the country. 


Clearly, S. 3368 is a genuine effort to square 
the principles of fair-employment with legiti- 
mate objections raised against previous bills. Its 
sponsors include not only Senators Humphrey, 
Lehman, Benton, Moody and Kilgore on the 
Democratic side, but Senators Ives, Morse,. Hen- 
drickson, Martin and Tobey on the Republican 
side. Senators Taft and Nixon opposed it. 


By indorsing this bill in a general way, and by 
a sane, frank, rational approach to the whole 
problem of civil rights, Gov. Stevenson has 
made his views explicit and detailed, and yet 
has avoided what he so tellingly criticized—‘“too 
much freezing of positions, too much emotion, 
too many dogmatic statements of irrevocable at- 
titudes.” He has faced the civil rights question 
for what it is—a problem to be worked out by 
patient, constructive statesmanship, not a mere 
vote-catching flag to be waved at election time. 


But it is not enough for any candidate just 
to state his position on legislation in this field. 
In view of the senatorial stalemate, caused by 
the power of filibuster, it is a candidate’s duty 
to state also where he stands on proposals to 
change the Senate rules so that debate can be 
limited after full opportunity has been given for 
discussion. 

A few weeks ago, in one of his first press con- 
ferences as a nominee, Gov. Stevenson said he 
was not sure that the Senate rules ought to be 
revised, as advocated by the Democratic plat- 
form. Now he supports the platform, and says he 
would use whatever influence he had as Presi- 
dent to support the principle “that majority 
rule shall prevail, after reasonable debate’— 
and he would interpret “reasonable” very liber- 
ally, “because majorities can be tyrannical too.” 


Thus the Democratic nominee has made him- 
self quite clear, though not uncompromisingly 
rigid, on fair employment and on. filibusters. 
Gen. Eisenhower’s answer for the Republicans 
will have to be equally clear if it is to be effec- 
tive. 
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Possibilities in a District 

Tt is an interesting thought that Towner Phe- 
lan introduces into the discussion of city finances 
when he suggests that the formation of a metro- 
politan transit and traffic district might offer 
one possibility of increasing revenues. 

Apparently Mr. Phelan is thinking of a dis- 
trict which would regulate, buf not own or oper- 
ate public transit facilities. In that case the diz 
trict would hardly raise any new revenue from 
public transportation. Indeed, even a district 
which operated the bus system could scarcely 
expect to have much money to spare beyond 
that needed to provide adequate and efficient 
public service. 

So the revenue presumably would have to 
eome from the operation of toll roads, or pos- 
sibly of parking facilities. Most St. Louisans, 
we suspect, would want to think it over a long 
time before accepting the idea of paying tolls 
for the use of streets and highways within the 
metropolitan area. As for parking revenue, if 
the fees charged for this service greatly exceed- 
ed the cost of providing the service, they might 
be self-defeating. 

But if it is not clear how a transit and traffic 
district could generate new revenue, neverthe- 
less the proposal has strong attractions on 
other grounds. Quite possibly a district which 
took over the function of traffic control and 
regulation from the city and the suburban com- 
munities could operate at a lower net cost than 
the present arrangement. If so, the city and the 
suburbs alike would benefit from such a func- 
tional consolidation. 

Moreover, such a district might, as Mr. Phelan 
suggests, “revitalize” the economy of the metro- 
politan area, and thereby produce benefits that 
would reflect themselves in an improved finan- 
cial situation for the city and other governments. 
The possibilities are worth exploring. 
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The Nazi Kidnapings in Court 

Should political and ideological considerations 
determine whether an adopted child is to be 
returned to its natural parents? The question is 
raised by a disturbing series of decisions handed 
down by the United States court of appeals in 
West Germany. 

During the Nazi occupation of Eastern Eu- 
rope, a number of Czech, Polish and Yugoslav 
children were adopted by German couples ,as 
part of a Nazi policy of seeding the German 
population with certain elements of the occupied 
populations. In some cases the parents survived, 
traced their children and naturally demanded 
their return: The United States court has re- 
fused the demand in several recent cases. 

One of the most heart-rending was that of a 
Yugoslav mother who had been imprisoned in 
the Auschwitz concentrafion camp after her 
band had been shot by the Gestapo. Her/ son, 
then two years old, was adopted by a 
trooper and his wife. After years of seagch the 
mother traced the boy, now 11, and instituted 
proceedings for his repatriation. She has been 
turned down by the court, apparently on the 
ground that Communist. Yugoslavia, while not as 
bad as most Communist dictatorships, still is not 
as prosperous a place as “free enterprise West- 
ern Germany.” 

Adoption cases of this sort are always diffi- 
cult, but we wonder if they are not made more

Is that where the West 
really wants to take its stand? 
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Stalin Looks to the Future 


The first national congress of the Russian 
Communist party since that of March, 1939, is 
to convene in Moscow on Oct. 5. Naturally, 
there is widespread speculation as to the signifi- 
cance of such a gathering after a lapse of 13 
years, 

The call to the congress itself lists two major 


objectives: 1—the adoption of a statute reconsti- 


tuting the party, and 2—the adoption of a new 


five-year plan designed to raise Russian indus- _ 


trial production 70 per cent above what it was 
in 1950. 3 

Experts believe that no other major items will 
be brought up by the delegates. They are ex- 


pected simply to approve what is presented to — 


them. That is how things are done in a dicta- 
torialship. But the reconstitution of the party 
alone is enough to attract the closest attention. 

According to the text of the new statute for 
the Communist Party, which has already been 
published in Moscow, the present Politburo is to 
be replaced by a new Presidium. Most of the 
old names are expected to appear on the roster 
of the party’s new governing agency. 

At the same time, there is ground for believ- 
ing that Georgi M. Malenkov will be firmly. es- 
tablished in the new No. 2 spot and so publicly 
designated as the heir of Joseph Stalin. He is 
already Russia's deputy prime minister. Under 
the new statute, his control of the party ma- 
chinery would be so strengthened that his step- 
up into the No. 1 spot could hardly be chal- 
lenged. 

All this suggests an attempt on the part of 
Stalin to avert the ruthless struggle for power 
among his Politburo associates which, it has 
often been said, might break out with his pass- 
ing from the scene. If such a struggle cannot be 
averted, Russia’s political stability is bound to 
be impaired. But can the Kremlin really insure 
the continuity of the Communist dictatorship? 
George F. Kennan, our ambassador in Moscow, 
does not think so: 


Men of this sort can bequeath something 
of the passion of the struggle to those of 
their close associates who inherit their pow- 
er. But the process of inheritance cannot he 
carried much further. People can move 
along, themselves, as by some force of 
habit, on the strength of an emotional drive 
acquired at second hand; but it is no longer 
theirs to transmit to others. 


If Mr. Kennan is right, the Soviet dictatorship 
Is headed toward eventual collapse. But for the 
time being, free people must realize that it is 
trying to intrench itself more firmly. The new 
political arrangements indicate this even more 
clearly than the new industrial objectives. The 
Reds are intensifying their challenge to the 
West, not withdrawing it. 

The only moral can be that the West must 
look to its own resources. Europe especially 
must consider how, without greater integration 
of effort, it can hope to hold its own against the 
power beyond the Iron Curtain. 
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A Little More Decontrol 
The lifting of price ceilings on a number of 
consumer goods Which are selling below ceiling 
or are unimportant fo the cost of living is in 
line with previously announced policies of the 
Office of Price Stabilization. 


Retiring Director Ellis Arnall issued a sizeable 
list of decontrol orders some weeks ago, and he 
gave notice then that others would be issued 
when events justified them, always with the pro- 
viso that the lid would go back on if events jus- 
tified that. The decontrol orders for radios, tele- 
vision sets, some furniture and household goods 
fall within this sound and sensible policy. 


We are not sure that Mr. Arnall’s successor, 
Tighe Woods, is being equally sensible when he 
announces that he intends to tour the country 
asking housewives whether or not other price 
controls should come off. 


If Mr. Woods does not know whether controls 
are needed, how does he expect the housewife 
to know? If he cannot give a more fully in- 
formed and expertly buttressed judgment than 
a layman, then what !{s the justification for hav- 
ing Mr. Woods instead of a committee of Jaymen 
in the job. to which President Truman has ap- 
pointed him? 


Whether controls stay on or come off ought 
not to be decided by a kind of popularity poll. 
The reason for controls is that a danger of in- 
flation exists. Whether or not specific ceilings 
are lifted should depend upon the specific price 
situation and prospect in each category, 
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Is MBC a New Interagency ? 


The most discrediting comment on the Mis- 
souri Basin Commission compact plan which 
was proposed last week by Gov. Val Peterson of 
Nebraska has now.been made by Gov. Peterson 
himself. He says his proposed MBC is only the 
present Missouri Basin Interagency Committee 
with legal sanction. In his own words: 


It’s my opinion that we must have a legal- 
ly created co-ordinating body. I think the 
best method for that is by compact. If we 
don’t do it by compact, we might legalize 
the present Missouri Basin Interagency 
Committee anyway. That’s essentially what 
the compact would do. 


If that is essentially all the compact would do, 
Gov. Peterson’s MBC falls a very great deal 
short of filling the bill. There are many things 
wrong with the Interagency method of manag- 
ing a development program for the Missouri Val- 
ley, one of the worst of which is that too many 
different agencies are trying to run it, each 
promoting its own interests and pushing its 
own plans. 

If Gov. Peterson had a business enterprise 
that was being bungled because too many people 
were trying to run it according to too many 
conflicting plans, would he try to solve the 
problem by incorporating it in the state of 
Delaware? 

Much more than legal status is involved in 
the Missouri Valley muddle. What is wanted is 
exactly what would be wanted in a business en- 
terprise that was being similarly bungled: the 
adoption of good business methods. A general 
manager is needed, under whom a single plan 
can be drawn up, and by whom construction 
and operation can be carried on in an orderly 
way. 

Perhaps there is more to Gov, Peterson's MBC 
plan than he has said. Perhaps it is more than. 
the old mistake in a new package. If so, it is to 
be hoped that Gov. Peterson will get busy and 
demonstrate it.

Council of Dental Society points out Mayor and Health Commis- 
sioner have approved fluoridation of water to prevent tooth decay; 
they ask for a hearing to answer any questions holding up action; 
say it is their considered opinion here is a real preventive measure. 


From the St. Louis Dental Society Bulletin 


Since 1938 dental science has known that 
fluorine in the communal water supply 
reduces dental decay. . 

But there were still many questions to 
be answered though ‘‘dental fluorosis” was 
a subject of investigation since 1908 by 
the Colorado Springs Dental Society. 


In December 1941, at a meeting of the 
American Association for the Advancement 
of Science, a symposium was presented 
under the title, “The Public Health Aspects 
of Dentistry, With Special Reference to 
Fluorine.” This was 
the first such discus- 
sion held anywhere. 

In September 1944, 
the same association 
held a second sym- 
posium, entitled 
“Fluorine and Den- 
tal Caries.” In Octo- 
ber 1944 a third 
symposium on_ this 
subject was held in 
New York under the 
auspices of the New 
York Institute of 
Clinical Oral Path- 
ology. 

A brief survey of 
the essayists at these symposiums quickly 
impresses one of the high caliber of these 
investigators. Already, since 1938 Dr. 
Trendley Dean and his collaborators of 
the United States Public Health Service 
had established the importance of fluorine 
as a dental decay control agency. 


However, before communal fluoridation 
could be generally adopted, it was consid- 
ered necessary that experimental programs 
be conducted. In 1944, the Newburgh- 
Kingston Caries-Fluorine Demonstration 
was begun. 

In 1945 Dr. David Brock, at that time 
chairman of our Council on Dental Health, 
made contact with the Health Department 
of the City of St. Louis. As a result of 
that conference, it was logically agreed to 
postpone action until more favorable and 
positive evidence was available. 

By 1950 the evidence from the various 
fluoridation programs was consistently

favorable. And our Council on Dental 
Health urged that fluoridation be adopted. 
Mayor Darst, alert to the possibilities of 
this civic health measure, appointed his 
fluoridation committee to study the pro- 
cedure. 

This committee, consisting of city offi- 
cials and members of the St. Louis Dental 
and Medical Societies, held several meet- 
ings. On March 1, 1951, Dr. J. Earl Smith, 
Health Commissioner, announced the offi- 
cial policy of his department on fluorida- 
tion as favorable with the comment: 


“This policy has been approved by Hon. 
Joseph M. Darst, Mayor of the City of St. 
Louis, and the Hon. John O’Toole, director 
of Public Welfare.” 

On April 3, the Fluoridation Committee 
meeting again, adopted the resolution— 
“that the appropriate officials of the City 
of St. Louis be requested immediately to 
take necessary steps for the fluoridation of 
the public water supply—” 

Our research in collaboration with that 
of other health agencies has established 
the efficacy and safety of fluoridation. It 
is a matter of record that the procedure is 
approved by: 

The American Dental Association 

The American Medical Association 

United States Public Health Service 

American Public Health Association 

American Waterworks Association 

National Research Council 

Missouri State Medical Society 


The director of Missouri State Division 
of Health—plus hundreds of state and com- 
munity health and civic groups. 

It is our considered opinion that here 
is a real preventive measure. Dental and 
medical science have recognized its value. 
Affirmative action by the Board of Alder- 
men can make these benefits available to 
the citizens of St. Louis. 

We fully realize before this can be made 
possible, there are many questions to be 
answered. And we would welcome an op- 
portunity to answer them. Therefore. we 
have respectfully requested the Board of 
Aldermen that hearings be held at its 
earliest convenience that we may publicly 
discuss the questions on fluoridation. 


A Stacked Immigration Law 


From America, a Catholic Review 


Pursuant to the provisions of section 
201(b) of the new Immigration and Na- 
tionality Act, President Truman recently 
proclaimed the annual quotas of 85 quota 
areas. A sampling of the figures supports 
the charge that the law is stacked against 
Southern and Eastern Europeans. 


Great Britain and Northern Ireland, for 
example, are allowed 65,361 immigrants 
annually, and Ireland (Eire) itself 17,756. 


Italy, with a bulging population equal to 
that of Britain and about a dozen times 
that of Ireland, is allowed only 5645. 
Poland is allotted only 6488 a year. The 
Baltic States are held to mere driblets: 
Estonia to 115, Latvia to 235 and Lithu- 
ania to 384. Greece and Turkey, impor- 
tant partners of the United States border- 
ing on enemy states, are brushed off with 
308 and 225 respectively. 

For the most necessitous nations, how- 
ever, like Poland, Greece and the Baltic 
States, the quotas will be meaningless. 
Section 201(e) of the act provides that 
quotas already used under the Displaced 
Persons Act of 1948 must be deducted 
from the newly authorized quotas. That 
means that no Poles can be admitted until 
the year 1999: no Esthonians unti] 2146: 
no Latvians until 2274; no Lithuanians 
until 2087; no Greeks. until 2103. 


Section 203 of the act seems to have 
been especially designed to keep the 
Italians out. Section (a) (1) requires that 
the first 50 per cent of the quota of each 
quota area are to be reserved for immi- 
grants : 

', . . whose services are determined 
by the Attorney General to be needed 
urgently in the United States because 


of the high education, technical train- 
ing, specialized experience or excep- 
tional experience of such immigrants 
and to be_ substantially beneficial 
prospectively to the national economy, 
cultural interests or welfare of the 
United States... 


Monsignor O’Grady, leading Catholic 
authority on immigration. who recently 
returned from an extended study of Italy’s 
population problem, claims that this pro- 
vision will cut Italian immigration to a 
trickle. Italy cannot spare the citizens 
described above. The unskilled Southern 
Italians, who need to emigrate, could not 
find the sponsors required by the act. 


Indeed, for all. prospective entrants; 
these sponsorship provisions appear to be 
purposely complicated. Section 204(b) 

rovides that any person or agency desir- 
preference for an immigrant must 
file a petition. After investigating the 
facts in each case and consulting appro- 
priate government agencies, the Attorney 
General, if he deems the alien eligible, will 
so inform the Department of State, which 
will then authorize the issuing of a visa. 


Once the new Congress sees how im- 
practicable these procedures are, it may 
be that pragmatism will dictate admend- 
ment of an act against which principle was 
invoked in vain.

It Was Easy 


JOE MEEK, by Stanley Vestal. (Caxton Printers, 334 

pqs., $5.)

Joe Meek, black-bearded and broad of 
shoulder, cut a wide swath as he moved 
through the salons of Washington, D.C. 
Wasn't he the spokesman for legendary 
Oregon, then seeking territoria] status? 
And didn’t he sleep in a big bedroom at 
the White House as the guest of President 
James K. Polk? 

One statuesque belle, wanting Meek for 
her own, sought to learn if he belonged to 
another. 

“Are you married?” 

“Yes, indeed,” said Meek. 
wife and several children. 

“Oh dear,” exclaimed the lady, “I should 
think your wife would be so afraid of In- 
dians, out there in Oregon.” 

“Afraid of the Indians!” exclaimed 
me tom “Why, madam, she is an Indian her- 
self!” 

This was Joe Meek all over. He was as 
rough and tough as any mountain man who 
ever fought the savages of the West. Yet 
he had qualities of leadership which made 
him the confidant of men like Polk and 
Thomas Hart Benton in the era when the 
United States and Great Britain were 
jockeying over possession of the strategic 
Oregen country. 

In the crucial debates at Chamboeg. on 
the banks of the Willamette river, Meek 
was the leader of the frontiersmen who 
favored joining up with the United States. 
“All in favor follow me!” he shouted at the 
peak of his lusty lungs, and the United 
States won, 52 to 50, over the Hudson’s 
Bay Company group which thought that 
the Union Jack offered a safer refuge.

Stanley Vestal, skilled in chronicling 
the era when many Americans wore buck- 
skin and went in danger of having their 
scalps lifted, has written an exciting and 
fast-moving story of the mountain man 
who was also a consummate politician in 
the period when America’s claim to the Pa- 
cific seaboard hung in a delicate balance. 


Meek was something of a rogue, as what 
mountain man wasn’t? Pretending to be 
learned in the Scriptures, he persuaded 
Chief Kowesote of the Nez Perce that the 
Bible indorsed polygamy. Meek then was 
forgiven a previous wife and received one 
of the chief's own lithe daughters to warm 
his bed. Meek named the willowy Indian 
maiden “Virginia” for his native state, and 
she bore him many children. 

When Meek finally became the emissary 
to gain ferritorial recognition for Oregon, 
he arrived in St. Louis with no money. 
This was logical, for there was not a silver 
coin or piece of currency in all of Oregon. 
Folks lived by barter. Meek boarded the 
steam cars and sat stony-faced when the 
conductor asked for his ticket. Around 
himself he had wrapped a greasy, smutted 
blanket. The poor trainman at last gave 
up. A few weeks later, the central figure 
in this episode was the personal guest of 
the eleventh President. 

By polling 90 votes, Meek sat In Oregon’s 
pioneer legislature. Once he kept some of 
his hungry constituents satisfied, at least 
temporarily, by convincing them that a 
big pumpkin in a sack was really a haunch 
of juicy venison. Perhaps the political 
game wasn't so different in 1850 as some 
of us imagine it to have been! 


It is too bad this excellent book by a 
master of frontier literature does not con- 
tain a map, so that the reader can follow 
Joe Meek’s doughty wanderings.

Analysis of Writing 
ENGLISH PROSE STYLE, by Herbert Read.

. Unless Military Produc- 
© tion Is Stepped Up Con- 
siderably, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, ‘Aug. 30 (AP) 
-~—Defense Production Adminis- 
trator Henry H. Fowler said yes- 
terday most production controls 
can be removed from the civilian 
economy some time next year 
unless military production is 
stepped up considerably. 

Despite the recent steel strike, 
Fowler said, supplies of steel, 
copper and aluminum are in- 
creasing steadily—with the. pros- 
pect that either military or 
civilian production can be boosted 
in 1953. 

“We have a choice of whether 
the fruits and benefits of our 
industrial expansion program are 
all going to flow back into the 
civilian economy or whether we 
want to speed up military pro- 
duction,” Fowler told a press 
conference. 

“The opportunity is there from 
a resource and material avail- 
ability point of view.” 

Increasing military output nat- 
urally will cost more money, he 
said. The question is \,hether 
the country wants to “foot the 
bill,” or stick to the present mili- 
tary production rate, thereby 
leaving more materials available 
for the civilian economy. 

In any event, Fowler said he 
does not anticipate any further 
restrictions on the civilian econ- 
omy, barring some major inter- 
national development. He said 
most production controls can be 
lifted during 1953 unless military 
production is increased. Legisla- 
tion authorizing controls expires 
next June 30. 

If priority regulations are lifted 
next year, however, Fowler said, 
some controls would have to be 
retained to dole out certain ma- 
terials still in short supply, such 
as nickel, to make sure military 
needs are met. 

But, he said, it was “possible 
and probable” that most controls 
can be removed next year.

CONSUMER CREDIT 
IN JULY SET RECORD 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP) — 
Consumer credit reached a record 
high in July, the third month 
after controls over most types of 
installment buying were removed. 

The July figure was $21,200,- 
000,000, The Federal Reserve 
System reported yesterday. This 
Was a gain of $242,000,000 over 
the June total. 

Almost all the gains were in 
installment buying. Credit for 
other than time purchases such 
as charge accounts, single pay- 
ment loans and credit for services 
dropped $85,000,000 during the 
month. Single payment loans 
were up $6,000,000, but this was 
offset by a decrease of $89,000,- 
000 in charge accounts and $2,000,- 
000 in service credits. 

Installment credit climbed 
$327,000,000 during the month. 
Credit directly attributable to 
automobile purchases rose $156,-

“She has a very nice rcom, but she doesn't keep it in 
very nice order. I try to keep mine quite nice. I clean 
it on Saturdays and I change the bed and I vacuum.

But Jill's looks so bad by Sat- 
urday that she is too disccuraged to clean it up.” 

We have known both these girls since they were babies.

Just Eight Years Ago 
He Saw Paris at Her Peak

NEW YORK, Aug. 30 (AP). 
“Tt O YOU remember in 


Paris when—” 

That is a phrase that 
cropped up often among veter- 
ans. who attended the American 
Legion convention here this week. 

Gay Paree? The very men- 
tion of her name brings a glint 
to the eyes of every man that 
knew her in wartime. For 
Paris was the silver foxhole of 
two world wars—the greatest 
leave city in history. She had 
a bit of happiness for every 
visitor in uniform. 

“IT was there on a pass in 
1918,” says the gray-haired vet- 
eran with a paunch. “I sat 
down at a table at a sidewalk 
cafe, and this girl came over 
to talk to me, and—honest—her 
name really was Charmaine, 
and—” 

“You think Charmaine was 
something,” breaks in the 
younger _ vet. “You oughta 
seen her daughter in 1945. It 
must have been her daughter, 
because | met her at a side- 
walk cafe, too. She was like 
a double martini in_ skirts, 
and—” 

And others pitch in, and the 
lie-swapping goes on for hougs. 
Every soldier is sure he sie 
Paris at her peak, and the 
things that happened to him 
never happen to anybody else 
in guite the same way, 

* * * 


I FEEL that way, too. But 
the first time I saw Paris she 
was no lovely lady in a sum- 
mer frock. She was a fierce 
fighting lass, with her gown 
torn from one shoulder, a gun 
slung over the other, and her 
hair streaming defiantly in the 
wind. 

It was the day the Allied 
liberators marched into Paris 
... eight years ago this week. 

For days the underground 
French patriots had been build- 
ing street barricades at night 
and fighting running gun bat- 
tles in the streets with a pan- 
icky German garrison. 

The Nazis begai to fire in- 
discriminately. ... They pulled 
a half dozen Frenchmen into 
a courtyard, tried them and 
shot them on the spot... .« _— 
rioting only spread. .. . 
home-made bomb—a bottle of 
gasoline ~— was tossed into a 
passing Nazi troop truck, and 
the enemy soldiers rolled off 
onto the pavement and died in 
flaming, screaming agony. 
French cheers echoed from 
nearby windows. 

* * * 
A GREAT ALLIED task force 


was dispatched by Gen. Omar 
N. Bradley. It was spearheaded 
by a French armored division so 
that Frenchmen could have the 
honor of liberating their own 
capital. 

But the Gallic tanks lum- 
bered slowly. Every few hun- 
dred yards they stopped to be 
garlanded with flowers, and 
the tankmen crawled out to get 
a kiss and a bottle of wine from 
the suburban Charmaines. 


Finally, the French general 
was bluntly told to fight his 
way on into the city or the 
American Fourth Infantry Di- 
vision would march in ahead of 
him. That got him moving. On 
the morning of Aug. 25 the 
French tanks and American 
doughboys engulfed Paris like 
a resistless tide. 

* * * 

GERMAN RESISTANCE 
crumbled quickly, but the -ciiy 
was loud with singing bullets. 
Every Frenchman seemed to 
have seized his grandfather's 
horse pistol or rifle and begun 
firing it wildly at @veryone he 
suspected, including probably 
his landlord. Mortar chips fell 
throughout the city, and no 
place was safe, 


A line of sweating German 
prisoners was marched through 
a taunting mob, and one 
Frenchman stepped up and 
smashed a German in the 
mouth and called him “pig!” 
The blood ran from the Ger- 
man’s mouth, and I will never 
forget the hate and fear in his 
eyes. A disciplined soldier al- 
wavs hates and fears a mob. 

Oh, but then all Paris erupt- 
ed with joy. The patriots and 
suspected collaborationists still 
fired at each other from the 
rooftops, but on the streets the 
crowds danced ,... and there 
was champagne ... and flow- 
ers... and kisses everywhere. 

“Any guy that didn't get 
kissed today.” said one soldier, 
“is an exhibitionist.” 

Ah, Paris, Paris! No one who 
missed her on the day she 
drank the wine of freedom ever 
knew Paris at her peak,

On Public Health

CCIDENTS as. a cause of 
A death were responsible for 

453 deaths among residents of 
St. Louis last year, and ranked 
fourth among the first 10 causes 
of death. They were exceeded 
only by heart disease, cancer and 
cerebral vascular diseases. and 
accounted for 4.5 per cent of the 
total resident deaths. 

Home accidents now equal mo- 
tor vehicles as causes of acciden- 
tal deaths and far outnumber all 
other nonfatal injuries. In St. 
Louis last year 214 deaths were 
caused by falls, 77 per cent in 
persons -over 65. After falls, 
burns, scalds, mechanical suffoca- 
tion, poisoning, gas and firearms 
follow in order as the leading 
causes of accidental death in the 
home. In this country someone 
is killed in the home every 16 
minutes and someone is perma- 
nently disabled every four min- 
utes, 

The importance of accidental 
deaths in children is not genera)l- 
ly recognized, yet we find acci- 
dents rank first as the cause of 
death in children between the 
ages of one and 14, Children un- 
der four years of age suffer the 
majority of injuries and persons 
over 65 have a higher accident 
frequency than other adults. 

Accidents are now regarded by 
many public health authorities as 
the chief ‘cause of preventable 
deaths. Accident prevention is 
closely akin to disease preven- 
tion. Both require attention to 
environment and personal habits. 
Safety, of course, is closely re- 
lated to physical health, Physical 
handicaps such as defective hear- 
ing, poor eyesight, and faulty co- 
ordination are conducive to acci- 
dents. However, authorities are 
agreed that emotional factors also 
play an important role in the 
case of the so-called “accident 
prone” person and that such per- 
sons should be carefully studied 
and be made aware of the part 
played by emotions in accidents. 

Start a safety campaign in your 
home today! Many environmental 
hazards such as improper con- 
struction, poor maintenance, care- 
less housekeeping and misuse of 
equipment are obvious. Be sure 
that your floors are not too high- 
ly polished and that toys and 
other objects are not left about 
where they can be fallen over. 
Avoid the use of small rugs that 
slip easily. Check your home for 
unprotected windows, littered 
Stairways, defective wiring, un- 
labeled medicine bottles, and 
matches or poison within reach 
of children.

When frozen, the latter seem 
to retain individual flavor better 
than the former. At this time of 
vear, when you find the beans in 
their pods in the market, you will 
be satisfied with either. Occa- 
sionally, you will find the beans 
shelled, but it is worthwhile to 
shell them in the home kitchen 
as the pods naturally protect 
sweetness and freshness. It does 
not take long. If you would like 
to make a cost comparison be- 
tween fresh and frozen limas. vou 
can estimate that there are twice 
as many servings in a package of 
frozen beans as in a pound of 
fresh beans, 

Like all green’ vegetables, 
limas should be cooked in a small 
amount of salted water in a cov- 
ered gaucepan. They need only 
butter or cream, but you may like 
to use a tiny bit of minced sweet 
onion or cut chives or parsley as 
a change. 

Of course, sometimes during 
their fresh season, you will prob- 
ably like to combine corn and

Stock Splits Help. 

A few stock splits also bolstered 
the market somewhat. Barber Oil 
and Federal-Mogul Corp. recom- 
mended stock splits. Western 
Union received a rate increase 
and stock responded accordingly. 

On the adverse side of the pic- 
ture was a reduction in dividend 
by R. H. Macy and Doehler-Jar- 
vis. 

Texas Pacific Land Trust was 
the leader in the high-priced oil 
group.
